The Worst of the Cold Gone—A St. Louis 
Party in the Snow for Three Days. 

There was probably a greater amount of suffering 
in this city last night than at any time this wiater. 
Although the absolute degree of cold did not ap- 
proach that of the night before, the houses were 
so completely chilled through by the continued cold 
of yesterday that when the sun went down it 
seemed almost impossible to get the sleeping rooms 
warmed toa comfortable condition. There was so 
little wind, however, that the cold did not have 
the penetrating power that it possessed during the 
day. As a consequence street car travel was not

Lonpon. February 11.—The news of the death of 
Geueral Gordon at Khartoum, which was first pub- 
lished several days avo in the Post-Dispatcn, has 
been confirmed by natives who managed to escape 
the horrible massacre that befel the entire garrison. 
The day of the capture of the city is not yet accu- 
rately determined. but it was either the 26th or 27th 
of January. On that day General Gordon was in the 
Government building, not dream ng uf immediate 
danger, when suddenly the sound of a great tumult 
on the street outside was heard. The brave com- 
mander with his usual fearlessness sallied out un- 
attended to quiet the disorder, but before he had 
reached the street an Arab crept up behind and 
stabbed him to the heart. He died before he real- 
ized the treachery that had enabled 

the Mahdi to pour bis forces into 
the city and had given them undisputed control of 
even the citadel, wh ch 
HAD BEEN GORDON'S NoPE 
in case of anemergency. With the fall of Gordon

Since its capture the Mah 
has repaired the defences of the city until now he 
is comparatively secure from any attack. 


The Soudan. 

That portion of the African Continent known as 
the Soudan was, till recent years, a blank on the, 
mav. More has been learned of it during the past 
dozen years than was known for 2,000 years before. 
To the ancients it was known as Nigritia, or the 
Country of the Blacks. Soudan is an Arabic word, 
with the same meaning. In its largest sense, it 
embraces all the great stretch of territory lying be- 
tween the sixth and fifteenth parallels north lati- 
tude, and extending from the Nile provinces of 
Egypt on the east to Sene ambia on the Atlantic 
coast. It covers an area of nearly a million and a 
half square miles and is supposed to contain from 
50,000,000 to 75.000.000 of people. So little is yet 
known of this vast region that the general features 
of some portions only can be indicated. It is 
known to be peopled with dense tribes and to 
possess inexhaustibié natural resources. The in- 
habitants areof Negro race, with many Arabs, 
Moors and Berbers. Several of the tribes are far 
advanced in the ways of civilized life, and are in- 
dustrious and hospitable. In many parts of the 
territory, especially the eastern portion, the Arabs 


are very influential Mohammelavism has pene-

This portion of the country is mostly in- 
babited by Arab tries. brave, warlike and fierce, 
who live by raising flocks and selling slaves. These 
Arabs are the ple who are now making all the 
trouvie in te Soudan. They did not contest the 
nominal rule of E.ypt, so long as it did not inter- 
fere with the slave trade; but in 1874 Sir Samuel 
Baker and Gen. Gordon were sent by the taen Khe- 
dive. Ismail Pasha, to break up the slave trade, and 


after great efforts succeeded in mak- 
ing it an unprofitable and dangerous 
business for time. their

withdrawal from the Nile pashalics of the Soudan 
the Arabs resumed the slave traffic, as before. 
They are now afraid that in case the Euglish con- 
trol the Soudan tie slave trade wül be abolished, 
and tha! they must again go back to their ancestral 
opal ion of teuding flocks and robbing caravans. 
The nurrors of the slave traffic of the Soudan are 
enough to appal the minds of civilized people. The 
French Catholic missionaries in Khartoum estimate 
that a mülion of people are captured every year 
and sold into slavery. Tuese siaves supply the 
entire Orient. They are captured by cluefs and 
powerfui native rulers, who make periodic raids 
upexpectediy on some f tue weaker trives, sur- 
round the villages and seize the inhabitants. They 
are mostly brought to Knartoum, whicn has bitherto 
been the great slave mart. Tuey are marched 
in immense gangs, and when the weaker 
them drop ow the way, they are kilied by a spear 
thrust from their Arab drivers. Sometimes as 
many as fifty per cent of them are said to die on 
the long desert marcues. Tais question of slave- 
batching, much more than Mohammedan fanati- 
cm, is at the root of Arab resisiance to Anglo- 
Egyptian control of the Soudan. This we may un- 
derstand from the fact that one of the first acts of 
General Gordon on reaching Khartoum a year “ne 
was to issue a prociamation that tue slave tra 
would not be interfered with. It is said that the 

ahdi himself has accumulated great wealth by 
siave barter. Wereit not for the inhuman slave 
traffic the Arabs would be entitied to sympathy ia 
their brave resistance to the Englisa invaders.

RESTAURANTS ON OCEAN STEAMER, 


A Movement to Reform the Manner of 
Serving Meals to Passengers.
